Good afternoon, Mr. Haiden. 


There are a few problems with this production, although that's bound to happen when you rush through 
work like this. Eleven months is very little time, | admit, and of course | thank you for your 
diligence! 


First, again, you've apparently failed to check ali email accounts. Obviously only your account and Mr. 
Fregoso's were checked. There are, however, plenty of responsives in other CD13 accounts. If I'm 
assuming too much, if you did check all CD13 staff accounts and MOF's, then | suppose ali these 
missing emails are exempt? 


And yet, again, the only exemption you've claimed is your constituents-won't-write-to-MOF-if-we-ex pose- 
them-to-ridicule-by-publicly-linking-ther-names-with-their-opinions reading of section 6255(a)_ That 
prima facie does not apply to emails, e.g., between Ms. Miller and ePath and yet you've failed to 
search her account. Please clarify. 


And also this exemption claim does not seem to apply to pretty many of your own redactions. For 
instance, consider the email (attached) from Mr. Torres to you. He sent it and yet you've redacted 
names, presumably on the basis of your above-named theory. It can't possibly apply, though, 
because these names are not CD13's correspondents. They're recipients of an email sent by 
someone else entirely. it's not possible that the release of such a name could have any effect on 
the willingness of any person to communicate with the office of CD13. Please, therefore, explain 
what authonty you have for redacting these names. 


And also consider the call-cancelling email, also attached. Here you've redacted Stephen Saengpradap's 
email, which is awdis@msn.com. This is an email address that Mr. Saengpradap, who is paid with 
public funds by a public agency, uses to conduct his publiciy-fundec, publicly-directed work. Not 
only that but the City of Los Angeles has on a number of occasions already released Mr. 
Saengpradap's email address unredacted, thus waiving any possible exemption claims. 


And finally it's not plausible that Mr. Saengpradap's email address is redactable on your no-constituent- 
chilling theory given that he lives at 849 S. Sierra Bonita, which is in CD4. He's not a constituent of 
Mr. O'Farrell's. The address, if you're wondering, was also released unredacted by the City of Los 
Angeles and thus exemption claims have been waived for it as well. 

I'm sure that if | found these errors in just a few minutes of superficial skimming there are pretty likely 
others | didn't find yet. You can find them, though! Also, you can have the other members of your 
office including your boss search their email accounts for responsives. 

And | hope you will do it very soon. The interest in this material is already pretty stale even though you so 
very kindly rushed, rushed, rushed to get it done so quickly. What a tragedy it will be if we, Mr. 
O'Farrell's true constituents, have to wait another eleven months for you to finish production.
